Yet it’s a the 
virgin wilderness to which the heron, the ibis, the egret, col 
and the rare Everglades kite are returning, as the waters cal 
are restored by scientific control. And in that great sea 
of picturesque ‘“‘hammocks’’ (islands of higher ground) gl: 
thick with cypress, pine, and palm, among the deeper in| 
channels being cleared for the passage of outboard boats, da’ 
among the roots of the very sawgrass itself, there thrive, yez 
spawn, grow, and leap to the lure, the thickest concentra \ 
tion of fish any sportsman ever saw. al 
The authors recently completed some 3,000 miles by cor 
plane, airboat, outboard, and automobile around, over, spc 
and across this vast Everglades area. We have, more than flal 
once, pulled a 4-pound bass directly out of the sawgras At 
which grows in a foot of water. It was like fishing in 4 int 
hayfield—a field that stretches to the horizon on every ‘ 
side, broken by the palm and cypress islands which stil wh 
harbor the wild hog, and in steadily increasing numbers On 
the deer and elusive wild turkey. Until recently, only the Lal 
Seminole and before him the Calusa Indian, poling his sloy 
dugout canoe laboriously over the sawgrass shallows ove 
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Colorful Florida Everglades region nearly became lifeless desert 
when water was drained to permit farming its rich soil. Now re- 
stored by conservation workers, ’glades feature salt-water tarpon 
fishing in fresh water and catches of fresh-water fish in salt water 


through the choked channels, ever dared this wilderness. 

But what we did, with the assistance of the State Game 
Commission and the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service, you 
can do, too.

Don’t always blame the battery when your car fails 


to start. A short circuit, faulty voltage regulator, 


M... you were already late for work that 
cold morning when you jumped into your car 
and pushed the starter switch. But the starter 
growled once and wouldn’t turn over the engine. 

You thought the battery had seen its day and 
would have to be replaced. You called the near- 
est garage or service station and reported you 
had “‘battery trouble.” 

The man who came to your rescue may have 
sold you a new battery. Or, he may have taken 
time to check a half-dozen other possible causes 
of failure. 

It has been estimated that not more than one 
percent of the batteries sold today are defective. 
Most batteries installed as original equipment 
in automobiles are guaranteed for 21 months, or 
21,000 miles, whichever occurs first. 

A battery will last the normal life span if— 
and it’s a big IF—the motorist gives it proper 
care. 

There are seven basic causes of car starting 
failures, and only one is a defective or worn-out 
battery. 


1. It’s possible for a car to develop a 
hidden short 


To locate the short, a serviceman with a meter 
device will remove one of the battery cables and 
attach one meter lead to the cable. The other 
meter lead is attached to the battery post and, if 
there is a short, the flow of current must go 
through the meter, then register. 

If you’ve ever left your headlights burning, 
you know the battery became discharged. A

2. The failure of battery cables 


Have you ever noticed the greenish-white cor- 
rosion which builds up on a battery cable? The 
cables often are swollen, ready to break. A closer 
look may show some of the small wires in the 
cable already frayed and broken. 

Electricity flows like water and, like water, it 
must have a clean, open channel. Cable corro- 
sion limits the flow of electricity at the battery. 


A corroded cable can be replaced for about $2, _ 


A new battery costs about $20. 






3. A defective voltage regulator 





There’s a small, black metal box fastened to 7 
the fire wall of your car. It has three wire con- 
nections, marked Generator, Battery, and Field. 
This is the voltage regulator, which serves two 
main purposes. 

It contains a circuit breaker which closes and 
allows current to flow to and from the battery 
while the engine is running; and which opens, 
or breaks the circuit, when the motor idles or 
stops. Without the regulator, the current would 
flow from the battery after the motor stopped, 
completely discharging the battery. 

It also contains a regulator which controls the 
flow of current from the generator to the bat- 
tery. While your car is running, it uses current

to provide spark for the spark plugs 
and to operate the lights and other 
electrical devices on your car. Ob- 
viously, this current must be re- 
placed or the battery will become 
discharged. And, it must be replaced as 
it is used. Replacing too much or too 
little will cause the batterv to wear 
out prematurely. 

Che life span of a voltage regu- 
lator mav be less than that of the 
battery and it should be checked 
at regular intervals. If it is defec- 
tive, it will result in starting failure, 
regardless of the age or condition 
of the battery. 


1. Faulty generator 

Although a generator works all 
the time the engine is running, it 
seldom is required to operate at 
full capacity. But it must produce 
enough current to replace what is 
being used by your car. A compe- 
tent serviceman can quickly deter- 
mine when a generator is defective. 

You may need new _ brushes, 
bearings, or complete replacement 
—which would not save you many 
dollars. But it may solve your “bat- 
tery problem.” 

(One major battery manufac- 
turer reports that a slipping fan 
belt may be mistakenly diagnosed 
as generator trouble.) 

5. Starter motor failure 

Unlike the generator, a starter 
does not have to work steadily. 
But when pressed into service it 
works very hard. Whether the 
starter can handle the job depends 
upon how hard the job is. Other 
factors, such as extremely low tem- 
peratures and corroded battery 
cables, also would hinder its effi- 
ciency. If the burdens are too 
great, the starter is simply not able 
to turn over the engine. 

Also, the starter motor may be 
dirtv, need some new bearings, or 
brushes. 

A starter may be easily checked 
by measuring the flow of current 
from the battery to the starter. If 
the flow increases sharply, you 
have starter trouble rather than 
battery failure. 

6. A neglected battery 

The hold-down band may be 
loose or broken, allowing the bat- 
terv to vibrate. This can damage 
the battery plates. 

A problem which the owner can 
prevent and correct is dirt and cor- 
rosion. Corrosion results when the 
battery is charged by the generator 
and the chemical action in the 
battery releases a gas through the 
vent caps. The gas condenses as 
tiny drops of acid on the battery 
case. Dust mixes with the acid 
and the coating absorbs moisture, 
causing a weak short which will 
make the battery slowly discharge. 

(Battery manufacturers recom- 
mend that the battery top be 
cleaned regularly with a solution 
of household ammonia and water. 
After cleaning, the battery top

should be wiped with a damp 
cloth and dried. Do not use an oily 
rag because the oil will attack the 
hard rubber exterior of the battery 
and the sealing compound.) 


7. A defective or worn-out 
battery 

Here’s the least common Cause 
of starting failure. Remember that 
a discharged battery is not neces. 
sarily a defective piece of equip- 
ment. You may have to have the 
battery charged to discover the 
actual problem, just as you would 
fill a bucket with water to find out 
if it leaks. 

Finally, if your battery really js 
defective, go to the distributor of 
the particular brand. You may be 
entitled to an adjustment.

> Read and clip magazines. [n your magazine read- 


ing, you’ve probably found many good decorating ideas 
you can use—if not immediately, then in your home of 
the future. To have these ideas on hand when you want 
them, clip as you read and keep them filed or pasted ina 
scrapbook. Or, if you'd prefer to keep your magazines 
intact, you can refer to favorite decorating ideas by jot- 
ting page numbers on the cover or marking the table of 
contents. 

Look at all the pictures, with your problems in mind. 
Don’t overlook a good color idea because the title says 
furniture arrangement! Watch the advertising pages as 
well as the editorials for news about the latest paint colors, 
furniture, or fabrics. Many magazines have an adver 
tisers’ index, and here you can find information on an 
item by its classification. Some magazines also have a 
special department to which you can write to ask about 
furnishings pictured in articles. 


> Check pamphlets and books. For information on 


specific furnishings, such as lamps or tables, write for 
booklets offered by the manufacturers in their advertise- 
ments. Keep post cards handy to fill out as you read. 

Building shows and decorating exhibits are good places 
to pick up printed information and to see home furnish- 
ings in new arrangements. 

For more general decorating know-how, visit your 
library or bookstore; you'll find a wealth of decorating 
books to choose from. A quick glance at the pictures 
should tell you whether the book deals with the kind of 
decorating you and your family like. After you’ve studied 
several books, perhaps you'll want to buy one for a refer- 
ence. While decorating styles change just as fashions in 
clothing, standards of good taste and basic decorating 
rules are fairly constant. 


Attend film showings. tours, lectures. The othe! 
women in your club may have decorating problems, too. 
Your group can write for decorating films, available ger 
erally for just the cost of return postage. Some films have 

a small rental fee, or can be purchased for under $10. 
If you live in a large town, there may be tours of well- 
decorated homes sponsored by college alumni or other 
groups as money-raising projects. Actually seeing homes 
makes it easy to tell whether you like the effect of a new 
color scheme or a particular furniture style. Since the 
selection of furnishings in these homes has often been 
guided by a decorator, tours give you an opportunity © 
see which person’s work best suits your tastes. Hearing 
local decorators talk to women’s groups is a good way © 
get news about the latest fabrics and colors. Samples are 
usually shown to illustrate the talk. Watch your ace

wallpapering and painting as well 
as the professional, trained to help 
you choose a// your home furnish- 
ings. This column refers to the pro- 
fessional found in decorating shops 
or in decorating departments of 
stores. A decorator who meets the 
high requirements of education 
and experience is eligible to belong 
to the American Institute of Deco- 
rators, and, as a member of this 
group, uses the letters ““A.I.D.” 
after his or her name. 

Professional decorators will give 
you advice on projects that require 
the coordination of several ele- 
ments such as carpets, slipcovers, 
and draperies. They can save you 
a lot of footwork by gathering to- 
gether a complete scheme drawn 
from the store and from wholesale 
and showroom sources available to 
decorators. They will supervise any 
work that has to be done, or just 
sell you materials so you can com- 
plete the project yourself. 

The most businesslike way to get 
help from a decorator is to visit the 
store and get acquainted with him 
and the kind of furnishings he has 
to sell. If vou can find out ahead 
of time the kind of work he does, so 
much the better. 

Discuss your problems frankly! 
Ihe more a decorator knows about 
the way your family lives, what 
size expenditure your budget will 
allow, and how you want your 
home to look, the more the fin- 
ished project will reflect your per- 
sonality. Your decorator can tell 
you whether the amount you have 
to spend is realistic for the quality 
and service you expect to get. It 
may be, for example, that you will 
decide to start with new carpeting 
and use the decorator’s suggestions 
for draperies and other changes at

After your first conference, the 
decorator will gather samples to- 
gether and perhaps even make 
drawings for your approval. Gen- 
erally a cost estimate is presented 
for you to sign, and a certain per- 
centage of the total required as a 
down payment. This is done be- 
cause the store has to start paying 
for fabrics and workmanship as 
soon as vou give the *‘go-ahead.” 

There is seldom any charge for 
the services of such a decorator, 
because almost all are paid out of 
legitimate profits from furnishings 
they sell. A decorator’s salary de- 
pends on the amount that he sells. 
Realizing this, customers know it 
would be unfair to change deco- 
rators “in midstream,”’ to ask him 
to spend time coming out to their 
homes for consultation when all 
along they intend to shop at an- 
other store. 

Some verv large stores make a 
decorating consultant available at 
no cost as a public service of the 
store. Also, there are consultants 
who will charge a set fee to give 
you advice, leaving vou free to 
carry out ideas on vour own.

Good salespeople in special de- 
partments such as paint, curtains, 
and accessories will be able to help 
you fit these into the rest of your 
decorating plan. They will point 
out helpful information on the tags 
and labels or suggest ways to use 
the item, what hardware is neces- 
sary, and so on. Whether you con- 
sult a salesperson or decorator, 
your shopping will be easier if you 
bring samples of the paint, fabrics, 
or floor coverings that vou intend 
to keep, a rough floor plan or blue- 
prints of the rooms you plan to 
decorate, and measurements of all 
windows to be covered.

Primarily interested in themselves and their own objectives, 
they tend to regard other people impersonally, and with cool 
and thus are more capable of judging them 
dispassionately and without bias. 

These scientific findings should be comforting tothe major- 
ity of us who sometimes err rather sadly in judging the 
character of other people. We may be “taken in” more fre- 
quently as a result, but our relationships with others are 
more likely to be far warmer and more satisfying than if we 
possessed the characteristics which go hand in hand with the 
ability to judge others with a cold and unerring accuracy.

Black plastic increases yields 


Add black plastic to your list of garden mulches. At 
the University of Kentucky, tomatoes **mulched”’ with 
sheets of black polyethylene produced 40 percent more 
tomatoes than unmulched plants. Beans, similarly 
mulched, produced up to 200 more bushels an acre. 

Clear or opaque plastic sheets make a good mulch, 
except for one thing. They don’t stop weed growth, 
so weeds underneath the mulch lift the plastic right 
off the ground. The black plastic cuts out the light, 
overcomes this difficulty. 

Temperatures under the film were 10 degrees above 
those of unprotected soil because the black pigment 
absorbs heat. This is an advantage with warm weather 
crops——like tomatoes and beans, but a handicap for 
potatoes, lettuce, and other vegetables that grow best 


in cool soil. 


Growing peaches? Prune lightly 


If you're growing peaches, don’t thin the crop by 
cutting away fruit-bearing wood. That’s the warning 
issued by researchers at New York State Experiment 
Station, following a recent series of tests. Key to their 
findings is the fact that it takes between 50 and 75 
leaves to produce a ripe peach. 

Attempting to grow extra-large peaches doesn’t pay 
either. Four bushels of peaches measuring 2 to 24 
inches in diameter, they point out, can be grown on 
the same tree which produces only one bushel of big 
ones measuring 2?4 to 3 inches. 

Chemical thinning at blossom time, they conclude, 
plus hand thinning when needed, is the best way to 
balance fruit and foliage for superior results. 


Drouth not always dangerous 


The housewives’ old trick—letting potted plants get 
dry between waterings—may also work for vegetables 
and other crops. Tests by British scientists at the Roth- 
amsted Experiment Station seem to indicate that even 
drouth is not always injurious. 

Sugar beets that were kept without water during 
drouth grew more rapidly after rain fell than beets 
grown in irrigated plots. At the end of the test—which 
included a 5-week drouth— the unirrigated beets had 
more leaf area and dry matter than those grown with 
plenty of water. 

Tests will continue to see whether alternate watet- 
ing and drying off will give better growth than steady 
supplies of moisture. Many other crops, in addition to 
beets, will be tested.

\\ hen Mrs. M. N., 24 vears old, entered Boston Lying-In 
Hospital, she was on the verge of giving birth to her first 
d 


baby 2 months too soon. She was in her thirtieth week of 


pregnancy; childbirth normally occurs 9 to 10 weeks later. 
But she was already having strong, sustained labor pains 
every 3 minutes. Premature birth seemed imminent. 

Happily, Mrs. N. was not aware of the grim odds against 
survival of her unborn child. The baby might be so im- 
mature that its feeble spark of life would flicker and die soon 
after it was born into a world it was not strong enough to 
enter. Perhaps it could be tided over the critical first few 
days or weeks of life with expert medical care, hospital in- 
cubators, special feedings, constant nursing attendance. Or, 
like too many prematures, it might be born dead. In many 
cases of premature labor the birth outlet is not sufficiently 
softened and conditioned for delivery, and powerful con- 
tractions of the uterus may exert fatal pressures upon a 
fragile passenger trapped in a constricted passageway. None 
of these catastrophes happened. 

Two hours after she entered the hospital Mrs. N. was 
given an intramuscular injection of a watery-looking fluid, 
repeated 2 hours later. Labor pains which had been in- 


creasing in intensity and frequency and lasting 40 seconds 


began to diminish. Gradually the beginning processes of 


birth slowed, weakened, came to a halt. Soon Mrs. N. felt no 
labor pains at all, but her doctors, watching her progress 
closely, detected an occasional contraction of the uterus. 
Next morning two more injections were given. By evening, 
labor had ceased completely. Mrs. N. went home, resumed 
her chores as a housewife, and didn’t return to the hospital 
until 9 weeks later. Then, having carried her baby through a 
normal full-term pregnancy, she gave birth to a vigorous, 
healthy infant. 

The injected drug which stopped premature labor so 
dramatically was Releasin, a form of relaxin, the “third female 
hormone’’—a hormone so elusive that for vears some scien- 
tists doubted that it even existed, although evidence of its 
activity was first reported more than 30 years ago. Mrs. N. 


was one of the first patients to receive Releasin. Her case of 


premature labor was one of five reported by Dr. Daniel 
Abramson and Dr. Duncan E. Reid of Boston Lying-In 
Hospital and Harvard Medical School. 

Since their pioneering report, Drs. Abramson and Reid 


have extended their number of cases to 37, and their results 
indicate that timely injections of Releasin can halt 4 out of 5 
cases of premature labor in selected patients. Successes, 
limitations, and best uses and doses of the drug have been 
studied in other clinics, some 200 cases in all. 

Since premature labor occasionally subsides, with bed 
rest and watchful care, a study by the late Dr. Clair E. Fol- 
some and associates of New York Medical College and 
Flower-Fifth Avenue Hospital gives significant evidence 
that Releasin has specific action in delaying premature 
birth. Fifty cases of premature labor were treated with con- 
ventional bed rest, sedation, and diet: only seven babies 
were saved. A comparable group of 40 women who received 
Releasin gave birth to 27 normal infants. On the average, 
babies of Releasin-treated mothers gained an extra 3 weeks 
to mature before birth. Even a gain of a day or two in the 
uterus gives a tiny “preemie” a better chance of surviving 
the grave handicap of being born too soon. 

Releasin was made available to all approved hospitals 
last July by Warner-Chilcott Laboratories, after an invest- 
ment of more than 11 years’ research and upwards of 
$1,000,000 in development and testing of the drug. A unique 
supply system was set up with 285 drug wholesalers who give 
round-the-clock service to rush Releasin to obstetricians and 
hospitals at any hour of the day or night. 

Releasin is most effective between the twenty-ninth and 
thirty-sixth weeks of pregnancy. It is not intended for early 
miscarriages (around the third month) which often are the 
result of fetuses too malformed and defective to live. Critical 
shortages at present limit the use of Releasin to cases of pre- 
mature labor, in which the largest number of lives can be 
saved. 

But investigators speak cautiously, even reluctantly, of 
exciting future uses for this new but old female hormone 
whose full functions are not completely understood. Evi- 
dence already at hand suggests that relaxin will have im- 
portant, even revolutionary uses, such as: 
> A means of nearly painless childbirth. 
> An agent to ease normal full-term but difficult deliveries, 

especially of first babies. (Difficult deliveries are more 

hazardous to the baby.) 

> A cure for intractable, disabling dysmenorrhea (painful 
menstruation). 

> A factor to make possible a new kind of ‘‘controlled ob- 
stetrics,”’ including drug-stimulated onset of labor at a

Early spring is traditionally the major planting season, 
because it gives new plants the benefit of spring rains, 
But fall and winter planting can be equally successful, 
with one exception: Where winters are cold and dry,

If you live in the northern tier of states or in the drier 
sections of the Great Plains, plant in early fall or wait un- 
til spring. Local nurserymen will help you select the 
safest time to plant in your area.

In the little pear-shaped dishes, 
each with its own spreader, we’re offering a choice of cheese 
—cream cheese, Camembert, and Port du Salut. The apples 
and pears are sectioned for easy pick-up. The grapes are 
snipped in tiny clusters and reassembled. 

Thanksgiving Pumpkin Pie (2) can be blond if your 
family likes mild spice, brunette if they enjoy robust flavor 
—recipe tells how. Top this pumpkin custard pie with fat 
pumpkins cut from cheese slices, bring it to the table on a 
plate bordered with oak leaves. 

Even folks who say “‘Can’t eat another bite” will change 
their tune when it comes to refreshing Cranberry Sherbet 
(3).

Puff-pastry Pointers 
> It’s best to work in a cool kitchen. 
> Keep hands, bowl, board, roll- 
ing pin, and even pastry cloth, 
as cold as possible. Chill utensils 
in refrigerator before each use. 
Have butter well chilled. 
If dough seems to be getting soft 
at any time during rolling or 
folding, place in refrigerator or 
freezer until firm again. The 
butter must be firm at all times, 
never soft enough to melt, yet 
notso hard that it breaks through 
dough. It’s the layers of butter 
between the layers of dough that 
give the puff and tenderness. Im- 
portant: Work fast so dough 
won't warm up.

The third female hormone 


Nobody knows what causes la- 
bor to begin when a baby is ready 
to enter the world. Distention and 
pressures probably play a part, but 
childbirth, and indeed the miracle 
of pregnancy and new life, is large- 
ly under control of hormones. 
These chemical tides of life surge 
and recede, now at flood, now at 
ebb, in majestic unseen rhythms as 
complex as the merging ripples 
from a handful of pebbles tossed 
onto still waters 

Iwo female hormones, estrogen 
and progesterone, are produced by 
the ovaries. Progesterone, called 
the “‘nest preparer,” helps the uter- 
us to become a snug, secure shelter 
for a new life which is a helpless, 
buffeted, microscopic speck of mat- 
ter when it enters the vast cavern 
of the womb. Progesterone reaches 
a peak around the eighth week of 
pregnancy, then subsides. Estrogen 
is produced in increasing amounts 
throughout pregnancy Several

hormones of the pituitary gland, 
each at its appointed time, stimu- 
late, restrain, or initiate changes 
vital to reproduction. All these 
hormones have been available and 
exceedingly useful in good medical 
practice. 

Relaxin, the third female hor- 
mone, has not been available and 
has had no medical uses until now. 
Its exasperating habit of leaving 
contradictory and confusing clues 
to its behavior in different animal 
species kept its secrets well hidden 
for many vears. Present knowledge 
of its functions throws new light 
upon these wonderfully intricate 
mechanisms which help prepare a 
woman for childbirth. 

Che bowl-shaped human pelvis 
is composed of two bony halves 
joined at the symphysis pubis—the 
‘bottom of the bowl.” Some weeks 
before childbirth the ligaments 
that bind the pubic bones become 
more rubbery and stretchable, per- 
mitting the bones to spread apart 
slightly, verv much as if a funnel 


were enlarged to permit passage of 


a larger object. As time of delivery 


nears, tough connective tissue of 


the birth canal and uterus softens, 
becomes flexible, enormously ex- 
pansible. The cervix or neck of the 
womb, through which the baby 


must pass, has an opening no larg- 
er than a broomstraw in nonpreg- 
nant women. But in preparation 
for childbirth, the cervix softens, 
dilates, virtually disappears. In 
ideal childbirth, the pubic bones 
are suffciently separated and the 
birth outlet sufficiently softened 
and capacious to permit relatively 
quick, easy delivery without injury 
to the baby or the tissues of the 
mother. 

These important birth changes 
have been observed for thousands 
of years, but the mechanism that 
starts them has been a deep mys- 
terv. Knowledge of relaxin now 
gives important answers to the age- 
old mystery. To understand how 
relaxin works, imagine a mound of 
stiff, firm jelly on a plate. If vou 
could inject something to counter- 
act the pectin that makes jellv jell, 
the mound would soften, lose rigid- 
itv, become as soft and shapeless as 
butter in the sun. Something very 
much like that happens in normal 
labor. A hypothesis developed by 
Dr. H. R. Catchpole of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois explains that re- 
laxin hormone reduces the density 
and unvieldingness of ground sub- 
stance, the material that holds the 
cells of connective tissue to each 
other. Significantly, relaxin reach- 
es a peak at the thirty-eighth to 
fortieth week of pregnancy and 
then, its mission accomplished, 
vanishes abruptly from the mother’s 
svstem a few hours after delivery. 
Relaxin also brakes and reduces 
the intensity of muscular contrac- 





tions of the uterus (labor pains), 
The hormone does not work alone, 
but in teamwork with other hor. 
mones naturally present in the 
body. 


A hormone deficiency 

One factor causing premature 
labor is presumed to be a deficiency 
of relaxin hormone in the mother, 
It is well demonstrated that ade- 
quate injections of Releasin, a con- 
centrated form of relaxin, can halt 
75 percent to 80 percent of prema- 
ture labors 7f given in time to selected 
patients. Releasin is no miracle cure 


for premature labor so far advanced 


that virtually nothing can stop it. The

Pre- 
natal care is more important than 
ever if the remarkable benefits of 
Releasin are to be of utmost value 
in threatened prematurity. 
Stopping of labor is credited to 
the “quieting” factor in Releasin 
which relaxes, soothes, and sub- 
dues the powerful, wavelike con- 
tractions of overexcitable uterine 
muscles. Similar contractions can 
cause the crippling monthly pain, 
laborlike in intensitv, in some non- 
pregnant women who suf!er severe- 
ly from dvsmenorrhea. The second

Foil-wrapped Roast Turkey 
Extra-tender meat with soft skin. Foil 
Saves roasting time- 

Tie the drumsticks to tail. Press 
the wings to body so tips are flat 
against sides of breast. Use heavy 
aluminum foil (the thin tears too 
easily). Place turkey, breast up, in 
center of foil. (Foil should be wide 
enough to have 5 to 6 inches ex- 
tending beyond leg and breast ends 
of bird; if it isn’t, join 2 pieces to- 
gether with drugstore or lock fold, 
pressing to make leakproof join- 
ing.) Bring one end of foil snugly 
over top of turkey; bring opposite 
end up, lapping over first (overlap 
should be 2 to 3 inches). Now fold 
foil down snugly at breast and legs; 
then press ends up (ends should be 
high enough to prevent drippings 
from running into the pan and 
burning). 

Place foil-wrapped bird, breast 
up, in the bottom of shallow pan 
(a broiler pan is convenient)—do 
not use a rack. Roast at constant 
high temperature (see chart below).

When turkey’s done, lift 
from foil to warm platter. Pour 
drippings in skillet; concentrate by 
simmering if you want to increase 
the flavor and color; use in making 
gravy.

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It’s probable you know all about your house from 


foundation to rooftop. But what about the land it’s on? 


A simple lot survey can tell all and settle disputes before 


they occur. Remember: the line you save may be your own!

: the case of Mr. A. He bought a house in 
the suburbs—not very fancy, a two-bedroom 
He had to be pretty 
cost-conscious, so to save money wherever pos- 
sible, he skipped having a lawyer check his deed. 

There was a fence around his land, so he didn’t 
bother having his lot surveyed either. 
A. led a quiet, peace- 
ful life in his new home. Then one day a survey- 
or set up his tripod in Mr. A.’s yard. 
hadn’t asked for a survey so he hurried outside 
to investigate. 

**Hello,” he said amiably,

‘It’s an unusual situation,” said the surveyor, 
‘‘we’re running his lines according to the deed 
and they include your house and land as well!” 
The months after the encounter with the sur- 
veyor were not so peaceful. Mr. A.’s time was 
taken up by lawyers, his money by fees. It was 
just as the surveyor had said, his neighbor’s deed 
did include his property. His deed, through some 
mistake, was for property in another county! 
After a year of bickering, the case went to 
court. The neighbor said Mr. A.’s property was 
his and Mr. A. would have to rebuy from him. 
Mr. A. argued he bought the land in good faith 


and its boundaries were pointed out to him at 
time of sale. Lot lines were fenced and regard- 
less of what the deed said, that’s what he bought. 

The court ruled in favor of Mr. A., but it was 
less than a complete victory. Money he'd spent 
to fight would have almost rebought the land. 

The obvious moral: H’hen you buy or sell prop- 
erty, consult a reliable attorney, hire a good surveyor. 
The attorney checks legal description and ab- 
stract for flaws. The surveyor locates the proper- 
ty on the actual ground. From his work you dis- 
cover: If existing fences are true property lines, 
if garages or sheds are on your property or your 
neighbor’s, if your house is located on the lot to 
conform with zoning regulations . all things 
you should know before you buy to avoid ex- 
pensive legal difficulties later. 


[es understandable that when you’re looking 
for a house you’re chiefly interested in the build- 
ing—its age, physical condition, conveniences— 
but don’t forget you’re buying land worth a 
great deal of money. Isn’t it worth $20 to $40 to 
find out exactly what ground you’re buying? 

A realtor can point to a fence and say, ““That’s 
your boundary.” The present owner can indi- 
cate a stake and say, *“That’s your corner.” Both 
may be wrong. Hire a surveyor. He’s the only one 
who can tell you for sure. 

I make my living surveying. Tales of woe from 
property owners who had a survey made too late 
are common to me. Not long ago I was locating 
boundaries of a vacant lot in a recent subdivision 
of our city. Housewives peered anxiously out 
windows to see where dividing lines would fall.

lines don’t correspond with fence 
lines. If the difference amounts to 
a few inches, there’s generally no 
argument. If fence line misses prop- 
erty line as much as 3 feet, an un- 
neighborly situation can arise. 

If the neighbors cannot agree on 
a common line, it’s up to the courts 
to declare a true boundary. If a 
fence has marked the line for 20 
vears or more, the court will be 
more inclined to accept that as the 
true property line. In doing so, the 
court applies the “Law of Adverse 
Possession.” 

If the neighbors agree on the 
survevor's line, they have the ex- 
pense of moving the fence line, 
they have to have the deed descrip- 
tion changed. In any case, a survey 
would have been much less trouble. 

If you own property, there’s an 
exact description of it in your deed. 
You might find it interesting to re- 
check it. If you own a city lot, 
your description will probably be 
something like: Lot 5 in Block 3 
of Hillcrest Subdivision. 

What's a subdivision? It’s a rath- 
er large area of land, mapped for 
purpose of division into suitable 


Each lot within a block is given 
a separate number. Each block has 
its number. If you wish to know 
exact dimension of Lot 5, Block 3, 
Hillcrest Subdivision, you may see 
the recorded plat at county court- 
house or city hall. 

If you live in an older section of 
town—say a part that was mapped 
50 vears ago—dimensions on the 
plat will be only approximate. Due 
to inaccuracies in surveying and 
loss of original corner markers, the 
size of a block on the ground may 
be larger or smaller than dimen- 
sions on the plat. If the block’s 
larger than it’s supposed to be, 
each lot will receive its share of ex- 
tra ground. If the block’s smaller 
than it’s supposed to be, each lot 
will shrink somewhat. Occasion- 
allv this amounts to a foot or more, 
but usually a matter of inches. 


How is it possible for two men to 
survey the same property and come 
out with different answers? They 
may differ because control points 
or landmarks in surveying may 
have changed position. This is 
quite apt to happen when surveys 
are several decades apart. 

You see, the surveyor starts his 
survev from known landmarks on 
the ground. These may be rocks 
with a cross chiseled on top or iron 
rods set several inches in concrete 
under the ground. Over a period 
of vears, it often happens that a 








Resetting a landmark can be 
difficult and sometimes a surveyor 
may miss the original position sev- 
eral feet. This of course affects sur- 
veys of all property around the 
mark. 

Another reason for differences 
between two surveys is the inter- 
pretation of the property’s written 
description. It may be so loosely 
written that several interpretations 
can be made—each justified, each 
resulting in a different position of 
the property. 


I; you should get stuck with a 
loosely written description, the po- 
sition of your property is in doubt. 
Nobody, not even a_ surveyor, 
knows exactly where it is. In this 
case an attorney will generally ad- 
vise having a survey made accord- 
ing to accepted fence lines and de- 
scription rewritten to conform. If 
you find this out after you buy, 
you'll have to foot the bill which 
may run several hundred dollars. 
How much will you have to pay 
for a normal survey? This is diffi- 
cult to answer because like all serv- 
ices, prices vary from one part of 
the country to another. For the 
normal city-lot survey we charge 
about $30. On other surveys we 
charge about $6 an hour for a field 
crew of two men, so time spent on 
a job determines total price. It’s 
generally a poor policy to shop too 
sharply for the lowest bidder on a

Florida's fantastic . 


through the sawgrass, making 
channels in some places, and in 
others flowing among the roots and 
stalks of the grass until at last, 
along the south end of the penin- 
sula of Florida, it finds its way to 
the sea.” 

We explained that men had tried 
to use the land between the lake 
and the sea for farming. But when 
the lake overflowed, there was too 
much water. So they dug ditches, 
here, there, everywhere. Without 
proper control, the water ran off 
to the sea, and in dry weather there 
was no water at all. Then the saw- 
grass, the pines and palmettos, and 
at last the rich, peaty earth itself, 
caught fire and burned, day and 
night. 

It is the rebuilding of the second 
large ‘‘spoon” to conserve the rain 
and nourish the surrounding land, 
which is being done now by the 
water control program. 

The “double spoon” formation 
of Florida—Lake Okeechobee and 
the Everglades—is the result of a 
volcanic upheaval which boosted 
up that section of the ocean floor. 


The great Everglades region, 
twice the size of the state of New 
Jersey, is like no other spot on the 
globe. Seen from the highway it is 
like an endless sea of sawgrass 
which grows from knee to shoulder 
high, its triangular blades pale 
green in the rainy season, turning 
to soft golden brown in dry months. 
If you draw your fingers upward 
along a blade, you feel sharp edges 
like an old-fashioned triangular 
bayonet. But try to slide your hand 
down, and thousands of minute 
sawteeth of silica will tear into it. 
But this prairie of grass is deceptive, 
for under it is not solid earth, but a 
soft muck, with often a foot or so of 
water around the roots. Here and 
there are deeper channels and bays, 
bright with lilies and the lavender- 
blooming water hyacinth which 
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It takes a 10-pound bass catch to cause comment among fishermen 
in this great inland pond. Most lakes, canals, and rivers of area 
have a surplus of crappie, blue gill,

shelleracker,” and catfish 


chokes the waterways and makes 
navigation with ordinary boats im- 
possible. 

One of the weirdest craft ever 
seen, the airboat, was developed 25 
years ago, to venture into the wa- 
ter-grass-hyacinth maze. The craft 
is a square-bowed shell which 
draws not more than a couple of 
inches of water and is driven by an 
airplane propeller mounted aft ina 
wire-net housing for safety. The 
boat is steered by an air rudder 
and when the pilot makes a sudden 
curve, the boat takes it in a skid 
rather than a turn. The airboat isa 
thrill ride with a vengeance. Duck 
hunters and fishermen, in quest of 
sport and relaxation, need quieter 
transportation which is now being 
made available. 

The hardy souls who visited this 
wilderness in past generations, pi 
loted by Seminole Indian trappers 





in their dugouts, were rewarded by 
a glimpse of a land completely un- 
touched and unchanged by time. 
Around the sawgrass roots the wa- 
ter slipped imperceptibly, eventu- 
ally to find one of the rivers and 
make its way to the sea. Sometimes 
the small islands of wild fig, hibix 
cus, and cabbage palm bore signs 
of Indian dwellings long abam 
doned and given over to the 
Everglades deer or the Florida 
panther. 

Around the turn of the centufy, 
men became frenzied with the idea 
of reclaiming the rich Everglades 
soil for farmland which would pre 
duce three or four crops in nimt 
months. Some got rich on winltt 
vegetable crops and got out—Ie 
fusing to heed the “prophets 
disaster.” 

In spite of conservation efforts 
the drain-and-cultivate ee 
continued. In the dry months 
land became crisp and fires

smoke by day. The organic peat 
burned until the rains put it out. 
But the rains also flooded the fields 
and washed the rich soil of the 
*glades down into the sea. 

Finally, the inland water level 
dropped so low that drinking wa- 
ter of the coastal cities began to 
taste salty. The sea was moving 
inland! 

The turning point in public con- 
sciousness occurred in 1947 when 
state and federal lawmakers joined 
in a “Save the Everglades” cam- 
paign. Soil experts and water-con- 
trol scientists, the “prophets of dis- 
aster” of earlier years, suddenly 
became popular. A dike built along 
the eastern edge of the ’glades by 
U. S. Army engineers was swiftly 
extended south and west until the 
reservoir, 30 miles wide and 75 
miles long, was restored. 

The impoundment area is divid- 
ed into three sections for the pres- 
ervation of wildlife and fish. The 
northern part is administered by 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice, and two sections to the south 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
Florida Game and Fresh-water 
Fish Commission. The federal part 
is known as the Loxahatchee’ Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge in which 
hunting is restricted and in some 
places prohibited. This ensures a 
permanent sanctuary for many 
kinds of wildlife which were fast 
Vanishing. The state section to the 
south is known as the Everglades 
Wildlife Management Area and is 
divided into Area 2 and Area 3.

Mother regions, in the Great Fish- 
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pond an 8 pounder is no rarity. It 
takes a bass of 10 pounds to cause 
comment. 

Fish violate the “rules” in this 
region. Visitors are surprised by 
catching salt-water fish in fresh 
water and fresh-water fish in salt 
regions near the sea. Tarpon, for 
example, are often seen and caught 
in canals 20 miles inland. They 
have already invaded the canal 
along the southeastern part of the 
impoundment where we had the 
exciting experience of taking them 
with a fly rod. 

During duck-hunting season na- 
tives are seldom seen without a 
fishing rod as well as a shotgun. 
For with the saving of the inland 
stretches of open water, the ducks 
are flocking back from exile in the 
Caribbean islands. If the ducks 
aren’t flying, the fish may be bit- 
ing. There are no “wasted”’ days. 


The opening of the impound- 
ment to tourists is so new that this 
season visitors may have a little 
difficulty in finding the “gateways” 
into the wilderness. The flood-con- 
trol authorities, working with the 
state game commission and the 
federal fish and wildlife people and 
county officials, are laboring to 
make access easy. The Chambers 
of Commerce have information to 
give on points of entrance, and the 
fishing, hunting, and recreational 
facilities available. Sportsmen who 
bring their own boats and those 
who wish to rent equipment are 
both finding it easy to get in a 
maximum of sport in the time at 
their disposal. 

The state game and fish com- 
mission points out there are other 
fish beside bass in Florida’s great 
inland fishpond. Most of the lakes, 
canals, and rivers have an over- 
population of crappie. blue gill, 
“shellcracker” and catfish, all ex- 
cellent subjects for the frying pan.

Florida’s fantastic fishpond

In the “back yard” of Florida’s fashionable resort area, much of 


the Everglades wilderness is unchanged since the primitive era 
when Indians prowled tropical sawgrass shallows in their dugouts 


[The opening of the water im- 
poundment to sportsmen and tour- 
ists has just begun. Gerald Baker, 
manager of the federal area of 
Loxahatchee, plans to make it one 
of the finest recreational areas in 
the country. ‘““The airboats are on 
the way out in Loxahatchee,”’ he 
told me. ““We’re cutting new water 
trails, deepening the channels, and 
clearing out the hyacinths and the 
pickerel weed to let the outboards 
through.” 

Gene Wallace, state game com- 
mission field official, showed us 
from the air a sample of the “waf- 
fle iron’? of water trails his crews 
are cutting throughout much of the 
state-administered area. A water 
trail is a 6-foot swathe cut through 
sawgrass, maiden cane, pickerel- 


weed, and hyacinth. The trail cut- 
ter is a weird-looking machine 
which resembles a small barge 
with a monstrous cutting propeller 
on the front. It churns its way 
through the vegetation leaving an 
open path in its wake. This path is 
a water trail and small boats, both 
inboard and outboard, can use it. 
Open ponds averaging an acre in 
size are being cleared by the same 
machine used to construct the 
trails. This season anglers will find 
hundreds of these “‘fishing holes” 
ready for them. 

In the No. 2 Area, waterfowl 
shooting is one of the big attrae- 
tions. The ponds are ideal resting 
spots for mallards, ringnecks, teal, 
and other ducks. Blinds have been 
constructed around some of the 
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ponds for use by hunters. Size of 
the ponds—an acre—has been 
carefully considered for both fish- 
ing and water-fowling—the effec- 
tive range limit of the average shot- 
gun is 70 yards, and an acre is 210 
feet square. 

Main access to No. 2 Area is at 
the cross-roads settlement of Andy 
Town, 20 miles west of Fort Laud- 
erdale. It is also one of the main 
access points to No. 3 Area to the 
south, and is at the junction of 
State Road 84 and U. S. Highway 
27. An elaborate layout, including 
boat-launching platforms for trail- 
er-borne craft, parking lots, and 
sportsmen’s supply stores, is being 
built there. The game commission 
plans to handle thousands of sports- 
men and vacationers from the 
Andy Town access station. Airboat 
travel will be limited to the great 
expanse of No. 3 Area, which the- 
oretically stretches almost to the 
Gulf of Mexico with hardly a road 
in between. It is more than twice 
the size of the federal Loxahatchee 
refuge and the No. 2 Area put to- 
gether, and it is still wild, its chan- 
nels uncleared. Hardy souls who 
wish to explore it are advised to 
pick their airboat jockey with care. 
He should be an experienced man, 
his boat should be radio equipped 
and the visitor should be prepared 
for some hair-raising miles without 
a windshield in front of him as the 
airboat roars along over choked 
channels and miles of unbroken 
sawgrass at 45 miles an hour. 

To get the feel of this vast wilder- 
ness, we took off in an airboat with 


Wildlife Officer J. O. Brown. For 
35 miles we roared across the saw- 
grass, a white pennant whipping 
from our radio antenna above the 
grass to warn other airboats of our 
presence—since you can’t hear 
anything above the thunder of 
your own motor. We saw not a 
sign of human life, mile after ca- 
reening mile. Along the old Miami 
Canal we snorted over a choking 
expanse of hyacinth and lily pads 
which would stop any ordinary 
craft the first yard. At last we came 
to the approach of the Big Cypress 
Swamp, in the far southwest part of 
the ’glades. No airboat can pene- 
trate the wallof trees, standing dark 
and mysterious, with water black 
around their roots—which push up 
the picturesque “‘cypress knees” to 
breathe. We were not far from a 
section of the Big Cypress which 
has been set aside as a perpetual 
bird sanctuary by the National 
Audubon Society. Here a massive 
colony of egrets, blue and white 
herons, ibises, and other water 
birds live unmolested. 

Turning back, we passed stretch- 
es of burned sawgrass which Brown 
explained were made by illegal al- 
ligator hunters. The hunters burn 
off the grass to reveal the ’gator 
dens, return at night with power- 
ful flashlights, and watch for the 
red glow of the saurians’ eyes. 

At last, on our way back to 
Andy Town, we stopped at a ham- 
mock larger than the rest and shut 
off the motor. Then, as our ears 
quit ringing, there crept upon us 
the subdued but awesome voice of 


the Florida Everglades. It is a com- 
posite hum of billions of tiny in- 
sects and frogs, mingled with the 
faraway cries of herons and egrets, 
the muffled grunts of alligators and 
the shrill scream of a hawk. 
**That’s it!’ said Brown, striding 
up the bank. He stood for a mo- 


ment between two tree trunks, 
looking upward where the setting 
sun was turning the branches scar- 
let and gold. 

“That’s the voice of the ’glades 
—just as it has sung and murmured 
and cried for thousands and thou- 
sands of years.”

If you build a fence along a sur- 
veyed line, set it 6 inches inside 
your line.

It 
also allows you to leave in place 
surveyor’s corner markers for evi- 
dence in case of conflict. 

Whom are you going to hire to 
do the job? A glance in the classified 
section of the telephone book will 
probably show you have a choice 
of several surveyors. They will un- 
doubtedly all be registered land 
surveyors, which means they have 
met qualifications set up by the 
state in which they practice, Abil- 
ities and reputations may vary 
greatly. You can find out by ask- 
ing attorneys who deal in land dis- 
putes or the city or county sur- 
veyor.

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How to carve a turkey 


H., Dad, it’s high time to brush up on your turkey 
carving! Be your own carving master. There’s no one set 
of carving rules—just a few basics that depend on the 
anatomy of the bird. Experiment and add flourishes and 
techniques that best suit you. You may even find it nec- 
essary to try other methods—because of the size of the 
bird, the trussing, the platter, or the tools. 

Only three “musts” to remember: a sharp carving 
knife, a sturdy carving fork, a kingsize platter. Stand or 
sit—whichever is more comfortable. Your job—to divide 
and slice light and dark meat, serve the stuffing quickly, 
easily, with drama. Below is our favorite way to carve 
turkey.

In May, 1956, Better Homes & Gardens started its 
series on wiring for today’s living. Recently, we 
showed that the electrical growth of the kitchen far 
outpaces the ability of most wiring systems to 
supply new appliances. The workshop came under 
the same careful surveillance last month. Here, we 
look at the living area, and our study shows the 
same disappointing answer: We are still trying to

\ are living with more and better electrical conveniences 
than ever before. But it’s a little like the innovation of modern 
plumbing. If all the faucets were fed from the same pipe, our 
water supply would come in trickles. So will the electric power 
to run your appliances—if they’re all on the same circuit. 

Electrical efficiency begins with the circuits. Your activities 
in living areas—whether it’s the living room, dining room, 
family room, or a recreation room in the basement—must be 
served properly by electricity to give these areas a reason for 
being. The modern rotisserie, color television, room air condi- 
tioners, all these remarkable new machines will have little

current for all needs of active living space. (1) 240-volt general appliance circuit

meaning unless they have adequate power to operate properly, 

Circuit plan for the typical living area has a 120-volt gen- 
eral-purpose lighting circuit. This circuit requires No. 12 wire 
and a 20-ampere fuse or circuit breaker at the most. No. 12 
wire, bringing in 2400 watts, allows better use of the circuit 
than the more commonly used No. 14 wire which limits circuit- 
breaker capacity to 15 amps. 

A 120-volt small-appliance circuit services convenience out- 
lets for plug-in appliances, such as radio, television, and port- 
able fans. These require a 20-ampere fuse or circuit breaker. 
Three-wire circuits, rarely found in older houses, supply 4800 
watts, while the smaller two-wire circuits supply 2400 watts. 

If you’re taking real advantage of modern living standards, 
you'll have provisions for at least one individual 120- or 240- 
volt circuit coming into your living area, allowing for a special 
cooling or heating unit such as a room air conditioner. 

While this three-circuit living area is more than most homes 
have (even newly built homes), experts maintain it is still on 
the conservative side! Their reasoning: by 1970 you will re- 
quire three times as much electrical current as you do now. 
Circuit plan we show in drawing at left is one that will supply 
present as well as future needs with its big 240-volt general ap- 
pliance circuit plus 120-volt lighting and special appliance 
circuits. 

A sensible start to wiring modernization in older houses is to 
bring in appliance and convenience circuits. Usually existing 
wiring can be used to provide lighting in a living area. 


How do you estimate your circuit requirements 


in living areas? 


How do you use your living areas? Your circuit requirements 
depend on activities in these areas. Today’s dining room, for ex- 
ample, is giving way to an all-purpose family area—for dining, 
to be sure, but also a family-gathering spot before and after 
meals.

power. Have you ever arranged 
furniture according to the location 
of a few scattered outlets? If not, 
you’ve probably resorted to the use 
of a number of long extension 
cords, the mark of an outmoded 
wiring plan. Hiding cords under 
rugs or behind draperies only mag- 
nifies the hazards of using them— 
from overheating, electric shock, 
or a short circuit resulting from 
frayed or worn insulation. 

No usable wall space in your living 
area should be more than 6 feet from a 
convenience outlet. Where your win- 
dows come down to the floor, outlets can 
be located on the floor. 

At the entrance to any area, you 
should have switch control. In liv- 
ing areas, where table and floor 
lamps are now the most common 
light source, switches should con- 
trol split-wired basic receptacles. 

Special control equipment such 
as dimmer, combination outlets, 
multiple switching, and a variety 
of automatic controls will give you 
great flexibility in light control. 
Coves, valances, individual floor 
and table lamps, mantel lights, re- 
cessed down lights and pinhole 
spots, and lighted ornaments should 
be individually controlled by wall 
or local switch at the equipment. 

Your local utility company will 
assist you in planning wiring mod- 
ernization in an old house or in 
developing an electrical plan for a 
new house. This advice will start 
you on the right track to getting 
top efficiency from your electrical 
appliances and confidence in your 
home’s wiring system.

For stronger edge joints, have both edges 
planed square.

Combination rabbet and dado joint is: good 
one for joining sides of cabinets to bottoms. 

Add strength with finishing nails driven 
through side into bottom. Glue will make the 
joint more solid; countersink the nailheads 
and fill holes with water-mixed putty. Sand. 





Slip blocks strengthen and add more glue sur- 
face to any joint. Glue and push them into 
place with a short, sliding movement so they 
seat tightly against the stock. Another way: 
Use metal corner braces screwed to members 


Rabbet joint is good way to conceal cabinet 
back from view. Cut 14-inch rabbets thick- 
ness of back in sides, top, and bottom fram- 
ing pieces; set in back with glue and brads 
or tiny screws. Or nail the back over framing 
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Dado joint for shelves gives maximum support Adjustable shelf brackets fasten to cabinet 
against stress up or down. Fasten shelf in sides with screws. Tiny clips lock in holes to 
with screws through side, or use glue alone support shelves; clips can be repositioned 


Cabinet door stops 


ost hinged doors need a stop of some kind to prevent them from 
being pushed into the cabinet, which sometimes pulls the screws out 


of the hinges or causes the wood to which the hinges are screwed to 
split. Here are several ways to end this problem; each is effective: 








Butt stop (top) is actually side of cabinet; 
door closes against it. Rabbet stop (upper 
right) works on lipped door principle; the rab- 
bet matches thickness of cabinet side. 

(Regular lipped doors — those with rabbets 
cut on side edges, or sometimes completely 
around door—close against facing or sides, 
top, and bottom of the cabinet.) 

Side rabbet stop (right) is cut in cabinet 
side; door fits in it. Other ways: recessed 
“cleats” i

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Metal track is positioned and fastened to bot- 
tom and top of cabinet to accept metal rollers 
which are mortised into top, bottom of door.

Lock rail and stile in vise or clamp to align 
surfaces. Drill through rail into stile for dow- 
els, which should be centered in edge. 

After holes are drilled, smear glue on dowels 
and drive them in. Let glue set and trim off 
excess. Sand smooth and finish.

Doors with rustic or Colonial flavor use clear- 
grained or random-knot boards, tongued and 
grooved, with V showing or only the straight 
joint on opposite side. 

Assemble with horizontal 1-by strips on 
back; use screws. Trim after assembly. 





Glue, one of the medium-strength, medium- 
pressure polyvinyl-resin types, laid swiftly 
in lines from plastic squeeze dispenser, fas- 
tens on panels. Light finishing nails, set 
later for puttying, make temporary clamps 
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Oriental woven matting, or sheets of ready- 
woven chair caning, make ideal door panels. 

Build frame like one described, tack or 
staple material taut on face of frame, and 
trim with thin strips of wood.

Harvard political scientist V. O. 
Key estimates that ‘“‘from 75 to 80 
percent of persons voting in two 
consecutive presidential elections 
support the same party both 
times.”’ Only those vehemently op- 
posed to a party’s candidate or up- 
set by some issue, have forsaken 
their party on Election Day. 


Despite patterns of party loyalty, 
however, efforts are always made 
to influence opposite party votes, 
as the Democrats-for-Eisenhower 
and the Republicans-for-Stevenson 
movements show. When a woman 
told candidate Stevenson, “‘I am 
a Republican,’ he wisecracked 
““That’s all right; I’m for the for- 
giveness of sin!” On another occa- 
sion, a Republican candidate who 
was wooing the vote of a life-long 
Southern Democrat, pleaded, 
“‘There’s no law against voting for 
my party.” “Maybe not,” was the 
retort, “but there’s a conscience 
against it.” 


€ andidines also tremendously af- 
fect your presidential vote. Once 
they are nominated, millions of 
you voters make up your minds 
immediately, emotionally identify- 
ing yourselves with favorite candi- 
dates selected. 

Psychologist Campbell’s Uni- 
versity of Michigan study of the 
1952 elections disclosed that by the 
time the conventions were over, 65 
percent of the electorate had de- 
cided on how they would vote— 
and well over half of these voted 
for Eisenhower. Of Ike’s total vote, 
56 percent came from G.O.P. par- 
ty regulars; 24 percent from 
switching voters (who had cast 
ballots for Truman in 1948); and 
18 percent from new voters. Stev- 
enson’s vote came 75 percent from 
party regulars; 3 percent from 
switching voters; and 21 percent 
from new voters. (Two percent 
didn’t tell how they voted.) 


A scholarly study of the 1948 elec- 
tions by University of Chicago 
and Columbia social scientists re- 
vealed that persons with only a 
mild leaning towards a candidate 
frequently voted for his opponent 
or not at all. This tends to bear out 
one of the oldest and most cynical 
political maxims: that the average 
American votes “‘against’’ rather 
than “for” a candidate. 

Present issues may also influ- 
ence your voting—though nowhere 
as much as good-government ad- 
vocates wish. What is the leading 
issue today often depends on wheth- 
er you’re talking to a Democrat or 
Republican. 

“The vast majority of Americans 
know more about the candidates 
than the issue,” insists Dr. Henry 
Steele Commanger, Columbia Uni- 
versity historian. ““A powerful can- 
didate can rise superior to party 
and ignore issues.”” After the 1954 
campaign, only one in four voters 
was rated reasonably well informed 
on issues by The New York Times’ 
Sunday editor Lester Markel.

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election. | he Democrats, remind- 
ing us that seven vice-presidents 
have succeeded to the presidency, 
threw campaign ammunition on 
the No. 2 office. Not since 1804— 
when the | welfth Amendment was 
adopted requiring future electors 
to vote separately for president and 
vice-president—has the vice-presi- 
dency been such a campaign issue. 
This is a return to the Founding 
Fathers’ idea that the vice-presi- 
dent should be the man next fitted 
to be president. In previous years, 
vice-presidential candidates were 
handpicked expediently by party 
managers and dumped into the 
voting laps of weary ‘‘yes-man”’ 
delegates. Although the Gallup 
poll indicates that only one in four 
voters could “identify” the vice- 
presidential candidates, Nixon and 
Sparkman, after the 1952 conven- 
tions, the public probably would 
score much higher this year. Be- 
sides the added attention given the 
importance of the office, the 1956 
vice-presidential candidates, Nix- 
on and Kefauver, had achieved 
national political stature long be- 
fore the start of this year’s political 
conventions. 

A different kind of three-way 
voting analysis is suggested by 
economist-statistician Louis H. 
Bean, one of the few to predict the 
1948 Truman victory. Bean claims 
your vote is determined by (1) 
head, (2) heart, and (3) pocket- 
book, again in order named. He 
cites the last presidential election 
as a combination of all three: 
“head” was the logical appeal that 


20 years of one-party rule hurt a 
two-party nation. The “heart” 
angle was that of a beloved general 
who would bring the boys home 
from Korea-—and corruption 
and Communism-in-government 
scares. Your “pocketbook” vote 
was wooed with special appeals to 
businessmen; to housewives to re- 
duce living costs; and to improve 
the lot of workers and farmers. 
The pocketbook—or irritation 
—vote has been strong enough to 


sweep many parties out of o‘fice. 
Don’t underrate it because Bean 
numbers it 3. During a depression 
workers, farmers, and businessmen 
blame the party in power for their 
empty or squeezed pocketbooks. 
After the 1932 election, Roosevelt's 
victory over Hoover was explained 
this way by a top Republican: 
“How can you beat 15 million un- 
emploved?” On the other hand, in 
1946 the Republicans took advan- 
tage of the postwar price rise to

win control of Congress from the 
Democrats with the catchy “Had 
Enough?” slogan. In 1954, Demo- 
crats again won control through 
pocketbook appeals. You, as read- 
er-voters seem to respond to today’s 
realities, rather than tomorrow’s 
forebodings. 

(Though prosperity always helps 
the party in power, it is no auto- 
matic guarantee of victory as the 
defeated incumbent parties learned 
in prosperous 1884, 1912, and 
1920.) 

Professional politicians have 
many other cherished, though not 
always reliable, theories on how 
you vote. For example, many put 
great stock in traditional sectional 
voting. Big cities are supposed to 
vote Democratic, farm areas and 
small towns outside of the South 
are considered normally Repub- 
lican. Seats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, especially, are likely to 
be determined by geographical 
factors. 

Fortunately, American elections 
are often made more unpredictable 
when each of the parties invades 
the other’s strongholds to upset 
these armchair experts. Though 
still important, sectional factors 
are declining. One reason is that 
political power is shifting from the 
country to the city, even in many 
parts of the South. 

The politicians’ biggest pitch is 
undoubtedly made to the nation’s 
approximately 15 million “‘inde- 
pendent” voters who are supposed 
to hold the elusive balance of pow-

er. Four of the last five Presiden- 
tial elections are said to have been 
decided by these in-between voters 
who felt no strong allegiance to 
any party. As one hard-headed 
party official put it, “About 45 
percent of the voters will vote Dem- 
ocratic and the other 45 percent 
Republican. It’s the other unde- 
cided 10 percent that counts.” 

But even these swing voters often 
aren’t as independent as common- 
ly believed. Most independent vo- 
ters finally casting Democratic bal- 
lots have Democratic backgrounds; 
similarly, independents voting Re- 
publican have strong G.O.P. in- 
fluences. “‘Most ‘independents’ are 
really loosely affiliated Republi- 
cans or Democrats, people whose 
sense of identification is less in- 
tense,” according to Swarthmore 
College political scientist Murray 
S. Stedman. 

Strong group appeals are also 
made to you every election year 
when party strategists woo the 
“‘woman’s vote, youth vote, old 
people’s vote, labor vote, Negro 
vote, Jewish vote, Catholic vote,” 
and so on.

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Yourself as a voter 


ocrats even though they are dila- 
tory voters. In any case, and not

about one million young men and 
women have become eligible to 
vote each year. 

Middle-aged and elderly voters 
tend to vote Republican. A major- 
ity of voters past 45 voted Repub- 
lican in 1954, the University of 
Michigan study found. 

Labor, since the New Deal, has 
voted overwhelmingly Democrat. 
For example, voting by auto work- 
ers was 3 to 1 in favor of Steven- 
son, according to a Wayne Univer- 
sity study. 

Today income doesn’t divide 
you Democrats and Republicans as 
formerly. ““Knowing a man’s in- 
come doesn’t tell us as much about 
him as it once did,” explains Dr. 
Campbell. True, the majority of 
people with incomes over $10,000 
vote Republican. But many skilled 
workers—who tend to vote Demo- 
cratic—frequently earn as much or 
more than many business and pro- 
fessional voters who traditionally 
have cast Republican ballots. 

Negroes voted overwhelmingly 
Democratic during F.D.R.’s New 
Deal and Truman’s Fair Deal. In 
1952, about four out of five Ne- 
groes voted Democratic. But in 
1956, both parties, trying to capi-

talize on the civil rights and pros- 
perity issues, made a strong bid for 
the estimated 10 million eligible 
Negro voters, especially in North- 
ern states with juicy electoral votes. 

Nationality groups switch from 
party to party depending on the is- 
sue decisive to them. A new study 
of the Jewish vote by Brandeis 
University Professor Lawrence 
Fuchs reveals that Jews generally 
shifted to the Democratic party in 
the mid-1920s when they were ad- 
vancing up the economic ladder 
thus going counter to general class 
trends in U. S. politics. But today 
no group splits tickets or switches 
from the Democratic party in local, 
state, and congressional elections 
as do Jewish voters. Many went 
over to Eisenhower. Dr. Campbell 
found that “Jews were one of the 
most individual of any of the 
groups, not only in their votes but 
in their issue positions.” 

A Catholic vote is recognized in 
surveys by some social scientists 
and politicians. An intensive 1948 
study of Elmira, New York, voters 
by the University of Chicago’s 
Bernard R. Berelson and Colum- 
bia’s Paul F. Lazarsfeld and Wil- 
liam N. McPhee found that the 
longer a voter had been a Catholic, 
the more apt he was to vote Demo- 
cratic. Though denying that Cath- 


olics vote as a bloc, Notre Dame 
historian Reverend Thomas T. 
McAvoy confirms that Catholics 
have traditionally voted Demo- 
cratic because it was considered 
the party of the immigrant. Yet, in 
the last election, numerous Catho- 
lic voters, especially in big cities, 
shifted to Eisenhower. 

Every year more of this so-called 
group voting cancels itself out. 
“What happens when voters are 
subjected to cross pressures?” asks 
Doctor Lazarsfeld. “If Catholics 
tend to vote Democratic and rich 
people Republican, how will a rich 
Catholic vote?” 

Cross pressures probably would 
be more intense if voters tried to 
balance the personality of their 
favorite candidate against the plat- 
form of the party that nominated 
him. Win or lose, the candidate is 
remembered long after the party 
pledges are forgotten. And the is- 
sues which stir politicians to fren- 
zied oratory in one campaign 
may not be issues at all in another 
election year. Democrats in 1840 
challenged the right of congress to 
charter a national bank; in 1860 
they demanded the “acquisition of 
the island of Cuba.” Republicans 
of the late Nineteenth Century 
were appalled by a public debt of 
$262,000,000 and charged the 
Democrats had “pawned Ameri- 
can credit to alien syndicates.” 

Instead of “free silver” and a 
“full dinner pail,” party platforms 
are today concerned with civil 
rights, farm parity, and the Taft- 
Hartley Labor Act. If you picked

cause of reasons the psychologists 
and political scientists have 
gested in this article, studying the 
following platform planks will nog 
change your mind. For those who 
have forgotten, here are some of 
the major party pledges adopted at 
the August conventions: 
Civil rights 

Democrat: “Recent decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States relating to segregation jp 
publicly supported schools an} 
elsewhere have brought conse. 
quences of vast importance to our 
nation as a whole and especially to 
communities directly affected. We 
reiect all proposals for the use of 
force to interfere with the o 
determination of these matters.” 

Republican: “The Republican 
Party accepts the decision of the 
U. S. Supreme Court that racial 
discrimination in publicly support 
ed schools must be progressively 
eliminated. We concur in the con- 
clusion of the Supreme Court that 
its decision directing school de- 
segregation should be accomplished 
with ‘all deliberate speed’ locally 
through federal district courts.” 


Agriculture 


Democrat: “. . . regain full 100 
percent of parity the farmers re- 
ceived under the Democratic ad- 
ministrations. We will achieve this 
by means of supports on basic 
commodities at 90 percent of parity 
and by means of commodity loans, 
direct purchases, direct payments

Republican: “Provide price sup- 

rts as in the Agricultural Act of 
1954 that protect farmers, rather 
than price their products out of the 
market; continue our commodity 
loan and marketing-agreement 
programs as effective marketing 
tools, make every effort to develop 
a more accurate measurement of 
farm parity.” 

Taxes 

Democrat: Increase the individ- 
ual income-tax exemption to $800 
from $600; provide tax reductions 
for small business and small indi- 
vidual taxpayers. 

Republican: “. . . Further reduc- 
tions in taxes with particular con- 
sideration for low- and middle-in- 
come families. Initiation of a sound 
policy of tax reductions which will 
encourage small independent busi- 
ness to modernize and progress.” 


Education 

Democrat: Legislation provid- 
ing federal financing to assist states 
and local communities to build 
schools, and to provide essential 
health and safety services for all 
school children; assistance to pro- 
grams for training teachers of ex- 
ceptional children; programs pro- 
viding for the training of teachers 
to meet the critical shortage in 
technical and scientific fields. 

Republican: “ . a program 
based on sound principles of need 


and designed to encourage in- 
creased state and local efforts to 
build more classrooms . . . federal 
assistance to help build facilities to 
train more physicians and scien- 
tists.”’ 


Labor 

Democrat: “We unequivocally 
advocate repeal of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act. The act must be repealed 
because state ‘right-to-work”’ laws 
have their genesis in its discrimi- 
natory antilabor provisions. 

“*_. . we feel it imperative to raise 
the minimum wage to at least 
$1.25 an hour. 

“. . . we advocate legislation to 
provide equal pay for equal work, 
regardiess of sex.” 

Republican: “Revise and im- 
prove the Taft-Hartley Act so as to 
protect more effectively the rights 
of labor unions, management, the 
individual worker, and the public. 
The protection of the right of 
workers to organize into unions 
and to bargain collectively is the 
firm and permanent policy of the 
Eisenhower administration. 

““ . . extend the protection of 
the federal minimum-wage law to 
as many more workers as is possible 
and practicable. 

“*_. . assure equal pay for equal 
work regardless of sex.” 

Trick phrases 

Unfortunately, as the campaigns 
progress, the carefully prepared 
party platforms take a back seat to 
more spontaneous issues spawned 
by party leaders in news confer- 


ences and whistle-stop speeches. 
And many wild, word-stacking 
things are said in the heat of cam- 
paigns which are obviously utter 
nonsense. Long-memoried Demo- 
crats claim that Nixon once called 
theirs the ‘‘treason party,” though 
Republicans deny that he ever 
said it. Governor Frank Clement 
of Tennessee charged at the recent 
Democratic Convention that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower ‘“‘peers down the 
green fairways of indifference.” 

In an effort to “sell” their re- 
spective candidates to you, party 
“‘pitchmen” also go in for needling 
humor. For example, Democrats 
this year insisted that Republicans 
ran on the slogan: “Don’t change 
horses in the middle of the Suez 
Canal.”” Democrats argued: “‘Ike’s 
too sick and Dick’s too slick.” 

Both parties use two different 
propaganda techniques to capture 
your vote: (1) the “plain folks” de- 
vice to convince you that their 
candidate is a man of the people 
and soil, which Truman effectively 
exploited in 1948; (2) the “band- 
wagon” technique, urging you to 
follow the crowd and vote as every- 
body else does. 

Democratic and Republican TV 
technicians show their telegenic 
candidates how to “look sincerely” 
at the cameras. One-third of the 
voters received their campaign in- 
formation on TV, a recent study 
by University of Michigan sociolo- 
gist Morris Janowitz shows. But 
the study also revealed that mass 
media cannot always be used ef- 
fectively to manipulate large blocs 


of voters. Family, friends, and as- 
sociates have a greater effect on how 
you vote. 

Now, instead of forming third 
parties, the trend in America is to 
shift party allegiances. Yet Profes- 
sor James McGregor Burns, Wil- 
liams College political scientist 
contends that we should stop scoff- 
ing at the multiparty Europeans 
because we Americans have what 
amounts to four parties ourselves: 
(1) the Presidential Democratic 
party (Stevenson) which is a little 
left of center; (2) the Presidential 
Republican party (Eisenhower) 
which is in the exact center; (3) the 
Congressional Democratic party 
(led by Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson and House Speak- 
er Sam Rayburn) which is a little 
to the right of center; and (4) Con- 
gressional Republican party (led 
by Senate Minority Leader Wil- 
liam Knowland and House Minor- 
ity Leader Joseph Martin) which 
is at the extreme right. 

In this spectrum, both Congres- 
sional parties are more conserva- 
tive than both Presidential parties. 
This may explain in part why some 
of you Americans split your tickets, 
electing a President of one party 
and a Congress of the other. 

If you change your mind about 
political matters you are in good 
company. Even the presidential 
candidates change their minds. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, before 
1952, explained at least a half-doz- 
en times why he would not run for 
president. After his defeat, when

Bells are 414 inches high and 
M: inches at widest part of bottom. 
See sketch. Make paper patterns. 


Adote size. Make line 634 inches 
Ong. Using ends as centers, make 
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two circles each with an 8-inch 
radius. Connect lines as shown in 
sketch and make waistline 12 inches 
long, 1 inch down from point where 
circles intersect at top. 

Mark seven slashes spaced as for 
children’s apron. Use same size 
bells, but cut four. 


Sewing instructions (same for 
child or adult). Lay pattern on felt 
and pin. Cut around edge with a 
pinking shears. Cut the marked 
slashes for plastic waist clip. 

Cut out three (or four) bells of 
different-colored felt and space 
them an equal distance apart 2 
inches down from waistline. Pin in 
place, stitch to apron around outer 
sides of bell—not across bottom. 
Hand sew “‘jingle bell” clappers.

te are simple rectangles made of 1x3 lumber—actually 1x6 
lumber ripped down the center. Each corner of the form is fastened 
with a loose-pin hinge. The hinges make it easy to remove finished 
blocks from forms—-and make the forms last longer. 

You could cast your blocks one at a time, but the job goes much 
faster if you work with three or four identical forms. To get accuracy 
in forms, use an assembly-line method of construction. Cut all ends 
and sides in advance and check to see that they are exactly the same 
size before you start putting them together. 

Size of form is a matter of convenience and personal preference. 
But a length and width of 2 to 1 produces blocks best adapted to eye- 
appealing patterns. When using the 2 to 1 length-width ratio, how- 
ever, subtract 4 inch from the width to compensate for the space 
between the laid-out blocks. Inside dimensions of forms shown here 
are 20x934 inches. Blocks over 15x30 inches will be too heavy to 


How to pour the mixed concrete into forms 


When you feel that the newly mixed concrete has reached the 
proper consistency, it is ready to be laid in the forms. 

Take a last-minute check of your equipment: Be sure all forms 
are oiled; that they are all resting on building paper; that all hinge 
pins are tapped tightly into place. 

When you’ve made the check, scoop concrete into forms, filling 
them only halfway, for the moment, with an evenly distributed mass.

Adlai Stevenson was asked if he 
would run again, he wisecracked: 
“Examine that man’s head!’’ Per- 
haps that is one of the privileges 
and blessings of a democracy. 

Voting itself is a privilege and 
blessing. The whole world watches 
our elections aged their immediate 
aftereffects. A record-breaking 63 
percent of American citizens cast 
ballots in city halls, schools, fire 
stations, empty stores, barbershops, 
garages, basements, and other 
places in 1952. But in 1954 it 
dropped to 52 percent. By contrast, 
in recent elections in Sweden, Italy, 
England, and Belgium 80 to 95 
percent voted. 

Don’t be a complacent, defeat- 
ist, I-Don’t-Care Citizen. Or like 
the die-hard Louisianan who still 
mourns: “I stopped voting in 1932. 
Huey Long was my man!” Or like 
the apathetic Midwesterner who 
said, ““My wife and I ain’t votin’ 
this year. We like things the way 
they are.”

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How to teach your youngster to hunt

x. afield with your children will be memorable as 
you tramp the woods for squirrels in the tang of autumn, 
kick a snowy brush pile for rabbits, or thrill to the thunder 
of a game-bird’s wings. And, in teaching your son or 
daughter, you'll automatically brush up on your own 
hunting and shooting skill. 
; Training may begin at an early age, usually with a 
cork gun around the house, shooting at toy targets. In 
addition to stationary targets, kits of cork guns and mov- 
ing targets for indoor shooting are on the market. And 
this is the best time to begin teaching safety rules, while 
habits are forming. 

From cork guns, the natural graduation at about age 8 
is to pellet or BB guns. A target range can be built in 
your basement. 

Now, safety rules previously taught with a cork gun be- 
come a must. A BB gun carelessly handled will put out 
an eye. A pellet gun will kill a squirrel, pigeon, rabbit, 
and could kill a man. 

But learning gun power instills caution in youth. And 
pellet guns are accurate enough to teach fine sighting, 
and penetrating enough not to ricochet. Dad enjoys this 
kind of shooting, too! 

After the boy has pretty well mastered the “‘feel’’ of a 
pellet gun in the basement, and safety rules have become 
automatic, Dad can take him along on actual hunts. The 
boy should carry his gun. Such trial hunts enable Junior 
to work off hunting nervousness and to put his basement 
lessons into field practice.

tive, unhurried scientist who is 
Warner-Chilcott’s director of re- 
search, and Dr. Walter H. Hoskins, 
the company’s director of clinical 
investigation. 

“Until about 18 months ago, all 
I could be sure of was that Bob 
Kroc had a hormone that was good 
for rats, mice, and guinea pigs,” 
Dr. Mangun recalls. ““A year ago, 
there was reason to be confident 
he had one that was also useful in 
humans.” 

Last summer, Releasin was made 
available to approved hospitals— 
37 years after young Fred Hisaw 
began his pursuit of pocket gophers. 


Not enough sows 


The only practical source of Re- 
leasin is pregnant sow ovaries. 
Other female meat animals pro- 
duce relaxin, but not in commer- 
cially feasible amounts. 

For nearly one year, two War- 
ner-Chilcott buyers have spent all 
their time calling on packers, ask- 
ing for sow ovaries, and at present 
about 70 percent of the ovaries of 
slaughtered hogs are quick-frozen 
and rushed to the company’s plant. 
The ovaries of 500 sows yield only 
one gram of Releasin in the form of 
a white powder that looks like cake 
flour. This would fill less than one- 
third of a ball-point pen, but is 
enough to treat six to eight women. 

In addition to the scarce sow 
ovaries, tedious and intricate man- 
ufacturing processes and standardi- 
zation techniques add to the high 
cost. Hospitals are charging $150 
to $175 for a full course of Releasin 
treatments. 

The hope is that relaxin hor- 
mone may be synthesized from in- 
expensive raw materials, cutting 
the cost drastically. That is the 
natural history of the relatively few 
drugs that are quite expensive 
when first introduced. Manufac- 
turing refinements sooner or later 
cut costs to a reasonable level.
